Two Golf Courses

Golfers in the Torrance 
area today can look forward 
to soon having two new pub­ 
lic 18-hole courses with the 
approval Wednesday of Su­ 
pervisor Kenneth Hahn's 
plan to finance the develop­ 
ments at no cost to the tax­ 
payer.

Hahn praised the action 
of t h e County Retirement 
Board to invest $6,750,000 
for the development of five 
new courses and the acqui­ 
sition of a sixth course al­ 
ready in operation u n d e r 
lease to the county.

These new courses will 
not only provide an answer 
to the clamor for more rec­ 
reation areas in Los Ange­ 
les County, but, more im­ 
portant, will be no burden 
to the taxpayer.

"They should pay for 
themselves within a few 
years," Hahn declared.

Victoria Park C o u r s e, 

moth St. and Avalon Blvd. 
($1,100,000).

Los Verdes Course, Pulos 
Verdes ($1,139,525).

ADVANCE FUNDS
Under the plan, the Re­ 

tirement Board will advance 
the necessary funds from 
its more than $340 million 
in assets.

The assets accumulate at 
the rate of about $35 million 
a year from the pay checks! 
of civil service empioyees. It 
is earmarked for their re­ 
tirement benefits.

The Retirement Board will 
then develop the courses 
and lease them to the coun­ 
ty for operation, and the 
county will pay an interest 
rate of 3Vi per cent annual­ 
ly while buying back the 
courses.

In time, the profits of the! 
courses are expected to pay 
for the original investment.

Supervisor Hahn pointed 
out that the success of such 
a plan has been proven by 
the popularity of Western 
Avenue Golf Course at 120th 
St. and Western Ave.

That, course was acquired 
and developed by the Re­ 
tirement Board in 1954 for 
$1,100,000. It is now the sec­
